A GREAT WORK. 


Interview with George Taylor, 
of McCombs, Taylor & Co. 


THE ENTERPRISE WILL NOT DIE 


Twenty Thousand Dollars in Contracts De- 
clined Since the Trouble on the 18th 
of December—Stock Company. 


A great deal of interest has been felt in busi 
ness circles of the city in the unfortunate com- 
plications surrounding the weil-known fi:m of 
McCombs, Taylor & Co. 

On yesterday, a ConstiruTIon man took a 
walk down Decatur street, and, after winding 
his way among a labyrinth of freight cars, 
found himself face to face with Mr. George 
Taylor, of McCombs, Taylor & Co., ina very 
cosy little office. 

“‘T have come, Mr. Taylor, to find ont some- 
thing about the status of affairs here.”’ 

‘Well, sir, let us take a turn through the 
shops, and 1 will talk as I go.’’ 

“All right.” 

‘The business of McCombs, Taylor & Co., 
as you know, isin the hands of a receiver— 
Major Smyth—and the work now going for- 
ward here is under an order of court. We are 
now engaged in completing contracts which 
were in an uufinished state when the receiver 
was appointed. Under the law we can take no 
new work until ali these unfinished contracts 
shall have been disposed of and the watter 
settled.” 

**Is that so?’ 

“Yes, sir; and you may say thatsince our 
trouble began, on the 18th day of last Decem- 
ber, these shops have had to refuse about $20,- 
000 worth of new work in the form of contracts. 
This new work has not been offered us froin 
the state of Georgia or the south alone, but we 
have had offers from distant places— W ashing- 
ton, Baltimore, and so on. Despite this 
trouble, buginess has been coming in right 
along, though, 6f course, we have had to de- 
cline to take it.’’ 

‘‘When do you expect to have a settlement ?”’ 

“Within about six weeks, I hope. This 
business will be bought out, I think, bya 
strong stock company, which will continue to 
run it with great profit. I have had offers of 
aid in buying up this business from some of 
the most prominent business men in Atlanta, 
whose names I do not care to mention at pres- 
ent, and I don’t think that there will be any 
trouble in organizing a stock company with 
ample capital to buy the interest here when 
things are in shape to sell.”’ 

“What is the exact nature of the work done 
by McCombs, Taylor & Co?’ 

“itis the manufacture of inachinery for 
miping and quarrying purposes. You observe 
that workman. There are between fifty and 
sixty of them'still working here, and they are 
engaged in finishing up the contracts for this 
species of machinery which had not been com- 
pleted when the trouble began.” 

‘What is that?’’ said the reporter, pointing 
toa mammoth circularpiece of material in the 
form of a wheel. 

‘That is a rubber bed which we are finish- 
ing up for the American Marble company, at 
Marietta.

‘They are finishing up seven boilers,’’ said 
Mr. Taylor, ‘‘contracts for which we had on 
hand when the order of court was written. 
They are all to be used for mining and quarry- 
ing purposes.”’ 

“What is the character of the work done 
here?’ 

‘It is even better than that done in the state 
of Vermont, where for fifty years an immense 
business has been carried on in the manu- 
facture of mining and quarrying machinery. 
You know that Vermont is the great marble 
state, and she makes a specialty of this kind of 
work. Well, the machinery turned out right 
in these shops not only competes right along 
in the north and west with machinery of this 
kind turned outin Vermont, but it is better 
and more popular. We have many orders for 
our machinery from the north and west, and 
an order was “— ved to Chicago froin here just 
the other day. e truth is, we have been 
running behind our orders almost ever since 
we began work hore, three and a half years 
ago.’’ 

“Is the demand for mining and quarrying 
machinery growing in the south °”’ 

“Very rapidly. Mining and quarrying are 
yet in their infancy in the south, but the 
infant will ere long develop into a giant. The 
mineral, metal and marble resources of the 
south are something enormous. They are 
practically inexhaustible in some sections, 
and as capital and = sKilled Jabor 
come down here, and they are now 
beginning to flow southward, the demand for 
mining or quarrying machinery is bound to 
grow toimmense proportions. The simplest 
mind can understand this—can see how this 
kind of business, which now pays handsomely 
will, after awhile, begin to pay tremendously.’ 

‘The prospects for these shops in which we 
now stand are bright ?”’ : 

“They are brilliant. Just as soon as this 
trouble shall be settled, as 1 said before. the 
capital will be readily raised, the interest here 
will be purchased, and this work will be car- 
ried On to the full capacity of the shops, with 
increased facilities and not less than one hun- 
dred skilled workmen. This plant. you see, is 
magnificent. It will-not lie idle—aud bat for 
this legal trouble, which bars new contracts, 
these very shops would now be doing won- 

ers. 

“It certainly does not look as if the business 
of McCombs & Taylor has ‘busted.’ ’’ 

“No, sir; this trouble is merely temporary, 
and when tlings shall be made right—as they 
soon will be—this business, under new and 
brighter auspices, will grow world without 
end.”’

She Plays a Prominent Part

: The ugliest woman in Atlanta was a sort of 
mutual friend to the ex-cavalryman and El- 
bert’s wife, and it was at her home, 19 ‘Sugar 
alley, that the difficulty occurred yesterday 
morning, 

The dude says that he was at 1? Sugar 
alley on a visit to the ugly woman when 
Elbert’s wife happened to call. They were all 
chatting pleasantly when Elbert came in the 
door very unexpectedly, struck his dudelets 
several times. kicked him, cut through his 
coat, pants and vest in an effort to carve out 
his liver, and finally chased him through the 
window and down Sugar alley at an uncom- 
fortably accelerated pace. 

Elbert says that his wife has 
chanced to call at 19 Sugar alley, 
dude was there, and that he has 
varned his wife and the dude that these 
pleasant little accidents must cease.
